Hi Gerald, 

Thanks for chatting with me on Friday. Following up on our request for Council 
assistance to reduce the short-term bicycle parking requirement required under the 
LAMC for a hotel. As we discussed, City Planning has taken the position that LAMC 
Section 12.32.P does not permit a reduction in bicycle parking. However, our review of 
this code section indicates that the Code does not distinguish between bicycle and 
automobile parking, and instead provides the City Council the flexibility to grant relief. 
Below is the section of the LAMC that permits the City Council to approve changes to the 
parking requirements. 

LAMC Section 12.32.P: 

"Minor Changes to Parking Requirements Incident to Legislative 
Actions. As part of any legislative land use ordinance, the Council may approve 
changes to the parking requirements not to exceed 20% of the requirements 
otherwise required by the Code." (Emphasis added). 

Because the language of section 12.32.P does not distinguish between "on-street" or 
"off-street", "bicycle" or "automobile" parking, nor does it cite to a specific code section 
(such as that for off-street automobile parking in LAMC Section 12.21.A.4), the City 
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Council has the discretion to grant relief from any parking required under the Code, 
including bicycle parking otherwise required under Section 12.21.A.16. 

I have discussed this point with staff at City Planning and they do not interpret this 
provision the same way, but have offered no evidence that the language of Section 
12.32.P restricts the Council's discretion to reduce bicycle parking requirements as part 
of a legislative land use ordinance.
